The  wheat  production  of  Chile  for  1921-22  was  about  U  per  cent  less 
than  for  the  year  "before.    The  harvests  of  corn  and  potatoes  were  increased 
in  spite  of  a  decreased  acreage,    Oats  production,  on  the  other  hand,  was  de- 
creased with  a  larger  acreage* 

With  the  addition  of  the  ne?/  territory  Italy  added  about  1,200,000 
bushels  to  her  v;heat  production  and  about  900,000  bushels  to  her  rye  produc- 
tion.   The  total  wheat  harvest  for  I922  v/as  103,629, 000  bushels,  a  reduction 
of  16  per  cent  froa  the  production  of  I92I.    Barley,  rye  and  oats  crops  of 
Italy  were  also  decreased.

The  wheat  production  of  Austria  for  I922  is  reported  to  be  7,150,000 
bushels,  an  increase  of  about  11  per  cent  over  the  I92I  production.  Rye 
production  is  slightly  increased  but  barley  is ■Idecr::eased« 

.   According  to  the  final  forecast  the  jute  crop  of  India  is  slightly 
larger  this  year  than  last,  although  the  acreage  is  smaller. 

The  sisal  crop  of  Portuguese  East  Africa  is  expected  to  amount  to  a- 
bout  5i500  short  tons,  v;hich  would  be  a  record  crop. 

The  United  States  is:  by  far  the  largest  poultry  raising  country  in 
the  world,  as  far  as  cs.n  be  determined  wi th  the  statistics  available,  having 
a  total  of  372,825,000  fowls  of  all  classes  on  January  1,  I92O.    No  figures 
are  available  for  China.    Of  the  -countries  vyhich  do  report  Germany  is  next 
in  rank,  with  67,975,000  fov/ls  on  Deconber  1,  I92I,  and  England  and  Wales, 
third,  with  2S,lG9,000.    The  poultry  industry  has  been  growing  rapidly  in  the 
last  few  years  in  Argentina  and  Australia,  , 

..  Svyi.ne  were  less  numerous  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  in  .I92I  than 
in  the  year  gefore  or  in  the  census  year,  I9II.    Goats  were  sligjhtly  more 
.r^merjDus  in  I92I  than  in  I92O  but  fewer  than  in  I9II.    Sheep  have  more  than 
made  up  the  .losses  of  I92O  and  are  more  nunerous  than  in  I9II.    Gains  are 
^shown  f or  all  other  classes  of  live  stock* 

Cattle,  sheep  and  swine  in  Scotland  are  more  numerous  than- in  I92I, 
Horses  have  decreased. in  nunbers. 

Beef  and  mutton  were  less  e^ensive  in  Uruguay  in  I92I  than  in  1913» 
according  to  index  commodity  prices  quoted  by  the  Uruguayan  labor  bureau. 
Wheat  flour  was  more  expensive  in  I9 21  than  the  year  before  and  was  twice 
as  high  as  in  1313»    Sugar  had  come  down  to  207  per  cent  of  I9I3  prices  from 
273  pe^  cent  the  year  before.    Milk  was  only  12^  per  cent  above  I913  prices 
but  eggs  were  73  P®^  cent  above. 

The  general  level  of  prices  of  all  agricultural  products  in  Greese 
was  higher  in  I92I  than  in  I92O,  based  on  prices  existing  in  I9IU.    The  only 
exceptions  are  sugar,  which  -decreased  from  U93  per  cent  of  I91U. prices  in 
1920  to  kl2  per  cent,  rice,  which  decreased  from  klk  to  376  per  cent  and 
ginned  cotton  which  decreased  from  ksh  per  cent  of  191^  prices  in  I92O  to 
^7S  per  cent  in  I92I.
